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The  first  Catalogue  of  the  Australian  Museum  Library  was 
prepared  by  Mr.  Thos.  Fielding  and  published  in  1883,  with 
Supplements  for  several  succeeding  years.  The  rapid  growth  of 
the  Library,  however,  necessitated  the  preparation  of  an  entirely 
new  work,  which  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Secretary  and 
Librarian,  Mr.  S.  Sinclair.
